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A NEW SPECIES OF £UCHARIS (AMARYLLIDACEAE) 

FROM BOLIVIA

Planta 30-53 cm alta. Bulbus subglobosus 48 mm latus 
tunicis exterioribus fusco-ochraceis in pseudocollum ad 
5 cm longum productus. Folia 10-15 cm longa lamina ellip- 
tica 17 cm longa et 6.5-7 cm lata. Scapus cylindricus 43- 
51cmlongus. Spatha 4-S-f lora valvis subaequa 1 ibus lance- 
oiato-attenuatis marcescentibus ad 30 mm long is. Pedicel- 
li brevi 10-16 mm longi. Flores nutantes. Ovarium ovatum 
subtriquetrum 3-4 mm longum et2.5-3.5 mm latum. Perigo- 
nium explatum album 43-45 mm latum, tubo 25-30 mm longo. 
Tepala subaequalia lanceolata 23-25 mm longa et 8-12 mm 
lata , ex terioribus apiculo 2-2.5 mmlongo, interioribus 
acutis. Poculum staminale 9-10 mm longum in lobos sex 
1.7 mm longos partita; filamenta lanceolata ab apice lo- 
borum continuantia, sepalinis 4 mm longis, petalinis 5 mm 
iongis. Antherae oblongae 2.2 mm longae. Stylus filifor- 
mis ad 5 mm longus. Stigma capitato-trilobatum.

In a previous paper (Ravenna 1982), I recorded the 
genus (as Urceolina) in Bolivia, upon the same mater¬ 
ials cited, which I studied at NY in 1976. However, I 
consider now the specimens representing a new species; 
the narrower leaves, shorter pedicels, and smaller flow¬ 
ers support this new appraisal. 
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
